The treasury of the democratic 
faction of the government was replen- 
ished by payment into it of alvoul $25,- 
OOO from officials of Jefferson county. 
The democratic officials 1 1.1 nk that the 
example set by the Jefferson county 
officers will be followed by democratic 
officers in a majority of counties 
where they are iu control, and that in 
a few days they will have enough 
money to pay current ex|»enses. 

The agreed case involving the con- 
tests over the offices of governor and 
lieutenant governor is being argued 
at Louisville before Judge Field on a 
demurrer filed by Taylor's attorneys 
to the petition of Beckham. 

The court of apjH-als, at its sitting 
here, entered an order postponing the 
argument docket till the spring term, 
which lvegins in April. The order of 
the chief justice does not give the rea- 
son for this action, but merely states 
that the judges will hold their consul- 
tations, at which cases will lx* decided' 
as usual, and that the court will con- 
vene on the Ix-nch whenever the occa- 
sion demands it. In democratic cir- 
cles it is said this action was taken by 
the court on account of stories that 
the lives of two of the judges had been 
threatened. 

Louisville, Ky„ March 3. — Argument 
In the cases involving the title to the 
offices of governor and lieutenant gov- 
ernor was begun before Judge Fields 
iu the circuit court Friday. Counsel 
for Gov. Beckham, President I*ro Teni 
tarter, and Gen. John B. Castleinan, 
democrats, filed a demurrer and mo- 
tion to strike cut the answer and re- 
ply of W. S. Taylor and John Marshall, 
the republican incumbents, after 
which an order of argument was 
agreed upon, and Attorney David W. 
Fairleigh opened for the republicans. 

Frankfort, Ky.. March 3. — In the 
house Friday afternoon Ilepresenta- 
tives (antrill and Klair, democrats, 
came near being involved in a per- 
sonal encounted on the floor. Only 
ihc intervention of a dozen members 
kept them apart, ('antrill, in his 
speech in behalf of Contestant Combs, 
from Madison county, claimed that 
the opponents of tne Met'hord rail- 
road bill was fighting against seating 
Combs because he was known to favor 
the bill. Klair denounced this charge 
as untrue. Whereupon v antrill left 
liis seat and attempted to strike Klair.. 
Members rushed between them and 
the sjieaker declared the house ad- 
journed amid great disorder. Klair 
later apologized, saying his remarks 
bad been miscoust rued ant. trouble 
was averted. 

Frankfort. Ky-. March 4. — The Me* 
Chord railroad an ti-extorlion bill, 
which is on the bouse calendar, hav- 
ing already jiassed the senate, was an 
issue in all of the proceedings in that 
branch of the legs la t ure. though the 
treasure was not rejwrted from the 
committee till late in the afternoon 
•session. 

At the morning session the house 
took up the contest etl election case ot 
Stafford (n-p.) vs. Lettcrlc (dem.), 
from luouisville. and after some uc- 
liatr adopted flu* minority report 
which allowed Ix-ttejdc to retain his 
scat. A strictly party vote was 
brought out in this case. 

RI?V. JOHN KENNESSY DEAD. 

Thf Archbishop of Dnbnqnr Suc- 
cumbs to a Third Stroke of I*«- 
ralvsis of the Uraiu Sands.*. 

Dubuque. la.. March 5. — Most Rev. 
John Ileuneiisy. first archbishop of 
Dubuque, died Sunday afternoon, 
aged 74 years. In March of last year 
the archbishop was stricken with par- 
tial paralysis of the brain. On Feb- 
ruary 15 last he was again stricken 
mid Friday night was seized with an- 
other stroke. When Archbishop Rv- 
nn. of Philadelphia, arrived Sunday 
morning the sufferer showed signs of 
recognition, though unable to s|x*ak. 
He then began to sink and at 2 o'clock 
passed away quietly. The funeral will 
be held Thursday morning at 10 
o'clock. Archbishop Ryan, of Phila- 
delphia. will pronounce the eulogy.

EARTHQUAKE SHOCKS. 

Great Detraction of Property and 
Considerable Lout of Life iu 
Southern Mexico. 

Guadalajara, Mex., March 3. — The re- 
cent earthquakes throughout south- 
ern Mexico did much greater damage 
than was indicated by the earlier re- 
ports. News from 'emote coast and 
mountain towns ha uist reached Gu- 
adalajara, the stories of great destruc- 
tion of property and considerable loss 
of life are told. The severe seismic 
shocks had a remarkable effect on the 
sea, causing it to roll inland, and cov- 
ering the country for a distance of 
over one mile from the beach. This 
tidal inundation occurred three times 
in rapid succession, and every movable 
thing in its path was swept away. 

A number of small coast villages 
were destroyed, and there was some 
toss of life, but no definite information 
has been received as to the number of 
persons drowned. This tidal inunda- 
tion was most severe on the Pacific 
coast, extending from Acapulco to 
Manzanillo. Several of the mountain 
towns in the state of Michoacan suf- 
fered severely. The earthquake shocks 
destroyed a number of houses in the 
towns of Ostula, C’oalcaman, Coaeh- 
uaxara, Aguililla and Pomaro. Five 
persons were caught under falling 
walls in Pomaro and killed. 

PASSED THE HOUSE. 

The Porto Klco Tariff Bill Kerumei 
a Law— President I**ne* a 
Proclamation. 

Washington, March 3. — The presi- 
dent seni a message to congress 
Friday recommending the appropria- 
tion of the monies which has been 
received for the customs from Porto 
Rico since the United States took pos- 
session under the treaty, to be used 
for general purposes for the benefit 
of the Porto Ricans. The sums, ap- 
proximately, amount to $2,000,000. 
The reading of the message was greet- 
ed with republican applause in the 
house, and Mr. Cannon asked unan- 
imous consent for the immediate pas- 
sage of a bill to carry out the recom- 
mendation. There was no objection, 
and it was agreed that there should 
be 20 minutes’ debate on a side. 

Mr. Cannon moved the previous 
question on the Porto Rican bill, and 
this prevailed on a standing vote, 143 
to 119. A yea and nay vote followed. 

Mr. Bailey’s motion to commit the 
Porto Rican bill was lost, 133 to 149. 
The vote was taken by yeas and nays 
on the passage of the bill. 

The Cannon Porto Rican bill passed 
the house by a vote of 162 to 107. 

VETERINARY SERVICE. 

An Effort Being; Ma.o to Have One 
Established in the Army— Sen- 
ate Bill Introduced. 

Washington, March 3.— Senator Ken- 
ney lias introduced an amendment to 
the army appiopriation bill providing 
for the appointment of a veterinary 
corps in the army. The amendment 
authorizes a chief veterinarian, with 
the rank of colonel; an assistant chief, 
with the rank of major; four veteri- 
narians, with rank of eaptains; ten 
assistants, with rank of first lieuten- 
ants, and 20 assistants, with rank of 
second lieutenants. 

Advocates of the bill claim that the 
United States stands alone in having 
no veterinary service. Gen. Miles, Gen. 
Merritt. Gen. Brooke and many other 
eminent officers indorse the measure. 

Treaty Copies Delayed. 

Washington. March 3.— It has been 
decided that the failure of the ex- 
change copies of the Samoan arbitra- 
tion treaty to reach Washington by 
next Wednesday shall not be permit- 
ted to prevent the consummation of 
the convention. Although the treaty 
requires the exchange to be effected 
by the ith inst., it is now believed that 
the requirements can be fully met by 
the unique method of a telegraphic 
exchange u- 

Too Many Hangine* In One Day. 

New Iberia. La., March 3. — Reuben 
Catelv and Hipolite Brown. Negroes, 
were hanged here for the murder of 
Martial Sorrel, a storekeeper, near 
Oliver. La., last Augus*. Chas Brown 
and Henry Green were principals in 
the murder and were also to have 
lx*en hanged at the same time, but it 
nas considered t%o big a job to hang 
all four at one time and Gov. Fust ex 
respited these two. 

Bigrht Bnildinc* Burned. 

Vienna, 111., March 3. — Fire dstroyed 
a business block of eight buildings, 
entailing a loss of $70,000. The prin- 
cipal losers were: W. E. Beal, opera 

house. $14,000; The Fair, $15,000; J. 
Rosenberg, store and residence, $12,- 
:»90; J. E. Ilkin, store and stock, $9,- 
900; Michael Knaehel, two buildings, 
$7,000. 

Fatal Ftsrtst cn a Depot Platform. 

Yoakum. Tex., March 3. — In a fight 
here on the depot platform C. W. Rail- 
tin had his throat cut. dying almost

Natives Are Not Preparing for an 
Uprising as Expected. 



Recommendation* Made By Gen. Ja* 
H. WIImou. Military Governor of 
the Department of Matanza*- 
Sunla Clara, in an Interview. 

Matauzas, Cuba, March 5. — Cen. Jas. 
II. Wilson, military governor of the 
department of Matanzas-Santa Clara, 
in the course of an interview regard- 
ing Cuban affairs said: 

“Trouble is absolutely* out of the 
question. The future depends largely 
upon agricultural prosperity, and 
where work is plentiful wages are 
good and a country is prosperous no 
sensible man wishes to alter condi- 
tions. 

“Any person who publishes reports 
representing the Cubans as preparing 
for a rising does so with malicious in- 
tent ,to misrepresent them or because 
he has been led to believe this by 
those who know better. The prospects 
of Cuba are very bright. If sugar 
goes to the United States free or near- 
ly so, there will be such an influx of 
capital and of immigrants as would 
render Cuba ere long one of the rich- 
est and most prosperous places in the 
world. 

“The cattle industry yields enor- 
mous profits, particularly as respects 
working cattle, which can never be re- 
placed by mules because the peculiar 
conditions are better adapted to cat- 
tle. Coffee, timber and fruit also offei 
great inducements to capitalists, and 
tobacco planting yields almost imme- 
diate returns. 

“I do not consider that the immedi- 
ate future of Cuba depends chiefly 
upon schools, road making, improved 
sanitation or judiciary* reform, al- 
though of course these things are of 
very great importance. The best the 
United States 'can do for Cuba and 
the Cubans is to give every opportu- 
nity* for improving the value of the 
land by putting it to the best uses. 
In this way capital could do an im- 
mense amount cf good here, as well 
as get large returns. I suggest sup- 
plying cattle for working purposes 
on a time basis, accepting regular 
rates of interest, which should be 
about one per cent, a month. Cattle 
can be landed here at a cost of $70 a 
yoke which, once here, would bring 
more than $150. 

“Large numbers of working cattle 
are required by reliable and hard 
working men who are anxious to ob- 
tain them. Were I man of 25, with en- 
ergy and some capital, I should cer- 
tainly look upon Cuba as one of the 
best places to accumulate wealth.” 
Gen. Wilson says he has investi- 
gated the reports that Mr. Drake, of 
Chicago, had been endeavoring to fo- 
ment trouble, and has found these 
untrue. So far as he is able to judge 
Mr. Drake is an honorable man, who 
is in Cuba for a pleasure trip. 

Star* anti Stripe* Torn Down. 

Omaha, Neb. March 5. — One of the 
incidents of tho heated municipal 
campaign which has just closed was 
the tearing down and destroying of 
an American flag and the substituting 
therefor of a red flag on a flag pole in 
Mayor Moore’s y*ard some time Satur- 
day* night. Sunday morning the mayor 
was astounded to see the red cloth fly- 
ing where erstwhile the stars and 
stripes floated. As the rope was cut, 
his Ijonor had to call on the fire de- 
partment to run up a ladder and take 
down the red cloth. lie then ran up 
a brand-new American flag to the top 
of the mast. The work is supposed to 
have been done by political opponents. 

Yvette Gullbert’* Narrow Escape.

FIRST LAFAYETfE DOLLAR. 

Rabt. J. Thomp*on, Rcpre*entlna 
President .McKinley, Present* it 
to President Lonbet. 

Paris, March 4. — Mr. Robert J. 
-nompson, secretary* of the Lafayette 
monument commission, as special 
commissioner of the United States 
representing President McKinley* and 
in his name presented to President 
Lonbet Saturday morning the first 
of the Lafayette dollars, which was 
enclosed in a casket costing $1,000. 
The presentation took place at the 
Elysee palace. 

Mr. Thompson, accompanied by* the 
United States ambassador, Gen. Hor- 
ace Porter, drove from the embassy 
to the palace in the ambassador’s car- 
riage. On arriving at the Elysee at 
11:45 a. m., they* were received by M. 
Mel lard, sub-director of the protocol, 
and Capt. Haguet. of the French navy, 
who was the officer on duty. The 
Americans were conducted to the 
president’s cabinet (study), where M. 
Lonbet was awaiting them. By* his 
side were M. Delcasse, the minister ol 
foreign affairs, and Gen. Baillaud, the 
chief of the president’s military cab- 
inet, several members of the presi- 
dent’s military household were also 
present. 

Gen. Porter introduced Mr. 'Thomp- 
son to President Loubet. and the 
presentation of the dollar was then 
made by Mr. Thompson in a few ap- 
propriate remarks. 

FIRE ON THE BOWERY. 

Five Person* Burned to Death and 

Three Injured in n New York 
l.odgini; Hon*e Blaze. 

New York, March 5. — Five persons 
were burned to death and three were 
injured in a fire which occurred in a 
seven-story lodging house at 44 to 
48 Bowery. The dead are: Charles 

Buttie, 40 years old; John Clark, 5C 
years old; Edward Doyle, 35 years old; 
Henry* Jackson, colored. 35 years old. 
and one unidentified man about 5C 
years old. 

Stephen Carney, 75 y*ears old, was 
burned about the body, face and hands 
and removed to a hospital in a seri- 
ous condition; Martin Gallagher, 52 
years old, was burned about the face 
and hands and also removed to a hos- 
pital; Edward Walker, 47 years old. 
was burned, but after having liis 
wound dressed remained at the lodg- 
ing house. 

All the bodies were taken to the 
morgue. 

The damage to the building amount- 
ed to about $2,000. The place was con- 
ducted by Dominieo Milano, and was 
a cheap Iiowery* lodging house. 

TO REFOREST A WATERSHED. 

Attempt to Be Made to Prevent a 

Repetition of the Great John*- 
towu Flood of 1!).*®. 

Johnstown. Pa., March 4. — An at- 
tempt will soon be made to reforest 
a large portion of the Conemaugb 
watershed to prevent damage from 
freshets or a possible repetition of the 
Johnstown flood of 1S8I), when $10.- 
000,000 in property was carried away 
and nearly nve thousand lives were 
lost. The region is peculiarly liable 
to freshets, owing to its geological 
character and the removal of its tim- 
ber, and as soon as the weather per- 
mits, J, \V. Toumev, government su- 
perintendent of tree planting, and an- 
other working plant expert of the 
government division of forestry will ex- 
amine the region and decide on a plan 
of reforestation. 

CITIZENS HELPLESS. 

Fire* in Spartnnnbnrg; anil Corry, 

Pa., Caa*e a Scrioa* Lums to 
Tboue Town*. 

Corry*, Pa., March 5. — The tannery 
known os the Western Union tannery 
at Spartansburg, with contents, was 
destroyed by lire. With no means to 
fight the lire, the citizens had to stand 
helplessly* by, watching the only in- 
dustry of the town being destroyed. 
The loss is $80,000, fully covered by in- 
surance. A hot journal in the drying 
room is supposed to have caused the 
fire. 

The Corry opera house, with its en- 
tire contents, was also destroyed by 
fire. The National hotel and the Cor- 
ry steam laundry buildings were bad- 
ly* damaged. Loss cn opera bouse. 
$40,fc>0, with small insurance. Other 
losses, $5,000; insured. 

Badly Beaten By a Burglar. 

Norfolk, Ya„ March 5. — George W. 
Miller, a baker, and his wife were at- 
tacked by a burglar while asleep at 
tlieir home in this city, and so seri- 
ously injured that it is feared one or 
both of them may die. He then took 
all the money in the house aud es- 
caped. 

Strike Throngh Sympathy. 

Chicago. March 5. — The uuion ma-

Lord Robert* Report* the Enemy In 
Foree at Norval** Pont Bridge— 

Brit!*li Enter the Free State— 
The Lnte»t War Yew*. 

London, March 1. — The war office 
has received the following dispatch 
from Gen. Buller: 

“Lyttleton's Headquarters, March 1. 
— 9:05 a. m. — Gen Dundouald, with 
Natal carbineers and composite regi- 
ments, entered Ladysmith last night.’* 

“The country between me and Lady- 
smith is reported clear of the enemy. 

1 am now moving on Nelthorpe.’’ 

London, March 3. — Lord Roberts, at 
Osfontein, six or eight miles east of 
Paarileberg, faces the reformed Boer 
army, from 5,000 to G.OOG strong. This 
may be merely a corps of observation, 
ready* to retire on prepared positions. 
Doubtless it is receiving accretions 
from the late besiegers of Ladysmith 
anil from other points. Whatever the 
foree may be, Lord Roberts has ample 
troops to cope with it. 

As a heavy rain is falling on the 
veldt, anil the grass is improving, this 
will be a good thing temporarily for 
the Boers. 

Lord Roberts has surprised observ- 
ers by the excellence of his transport 
during the first advance, anil he is 
likely* to do so again, although mili- 
tary men here think he must wait for 
some days before going much farther. 

No adequate explanation is yet made 
of the 50,000 reinforcements that are 
preparing for Lord Roberts. 

London, March 4. — President Kruger 
is said to have left Pretoria with the 
intention of meeting President Steyn. 
The place where they* will meet is not 
mentioned, but it is believed to be 
somewhere in the Orange Free State. 
Those in South Africa who are conver- 
sant with the effect the recent re- 
verses have had on the Boers express 
the opinion that the meeting of the 
two presidents is preliminary to a 
suggestion for peace. But if this is 
the ease, it must be due to the pres- 
sure brought to bear upon the presi- 
dents by* the burghers and Afrikan- 
ders in the British colonies rather 
than in the personal inclinations of 
the presidents, as ail the available 
information depicts them as being as 
determined as ever to persist in the 
war until resources of the republics 
are much more enfeebled than tlie.y 
seem to be at present, although some 
significance is attached to the consul- 
tation in view of the reported visit to 
England of Chief Justice Devilliers, 
Mr Ilofmcyer anil Dr. Tc water, osten- 
sibly on private business and for 
tlieir health. But the closest observ- 
ers do not anticipate any* sudden ces- 
sation of hostilities, and. certainly, 
the reports from the theater of war 
do not tend to encourage the advo- 
cate of immediate peace. The Boers 
are apparently* rallying with their ac- 
customed ability* to repair a tempor- 
ary reverse, anil Great Britain has yet 
to test their force as a defensive pow- 
er under the new conditions of war- 
fare. 

Dordrecht, Cape Colony, March 4. — 
Evening — Gen. Frabant’s colonial di- 
vision after a night’s march, attacked 
the Boers in u strong position at La- 
Buschagnes Nek, on the road from 
Dordrecht to Jafnestown. The en- 
gagement proceeded with great vigor, 
the Boers generally retiring before 
the British shell fire from three posi- 
tions. A heavy rifle fire was exchanged 
where the British engaged the Boers 
on the right flank. 

Gen. Brabant’s advance by evening 
was most satisfactory, having reached 
the strong entrenched positions which 
they* occupied and now hold, the Boers 
being on the opposite hill. 

The British will remain to-night in 
the captured positions, although the 
Boers brought two guns into action 
and made determined efforts to re- 
take them. 

The British losses are six killed and 
18 wounded. 

London, March 5. — The war office 
has received the following dispatch 
from Lord Roberts, dated Osfontein, 
Sunday, March 4: 

“Gen. Cronje, on behalf of his party, 
and Commandant Wolmarans, on be- 
half of 4,000 other prisoners who 
have all now left Modder river, asked 
the British officers to thank me for 
•the consideration and kindness with 
which they have been treated. 

“Gen. Clements rejiorts that his ad- 
vanced troops hold Aehtertang and 
that every communication would be 
opened to Joubert’s siding to-day. 
The enemy is still in force at Norvals 
Pont bridge. 

“(Jen. Gatacre telegraphs that the 
number of Boers at Stormberg is daily 
diminishing. 

“Col. Baden-Powell reports that all 
was well at Mafeking on February* 15 
and that the enemy’s activity* was be- 
ing met everywhere by* equal activity 
on the part of the defenders. 

“The position is unchanged at Os- 
fontein. except that fiequent heavy 
showers have materially improved 
grazing to th*- benefit of the horse3 
and transport animals.” 

Big; Inereaup iu Capacity. 

Leadville, Col., March 5. — Plans are 
being prepared to increase the plant 
of the Boston Gold-Copper Smelting 
Co. from its present capacity* of 200 
tons per day to one of 1.000 per day.

Five Hundred and Eight Spanish 
Prisoners Have Been Rescued, 



Elsht American Soldiers, Two Of- 
ficer" of the Hoapital Ship Relief 
and Three Surrendered Filipi- 
no Officers Also Returned. 

Washington, March 3.— The navy de- 
partment has received from Adm. 
Watson, at Manila, a more detailed ac- 
count than was furnished by Gen. Otis 
of Lieui. Gibbons’ successful raid into 
the southern part of Luzon, where the 
insurgents are said to be making their 
last stand. Adm. Watson’s cablegram 
is dated Manila, March 1, and is as fol- 
lows: 

“Armed transport Alava received 
from military governor Sunday. Com- 
missioned immediately; Gibbons in 
command, with crew and marines 
from the llrooklyn. Proceeded same 
day, on information received, to Gulf 
Jlajay. Returned to-day with 50S res- 
cued Spanish prisoners, eight Ameri- 
can soldiers, two officers of the hos- 
pital ship Relief and three surrendered 
Filipino officers. Promptness and zeal 
of Gibbon.) and detachment highly 
comrgended. All well, float swain’s 
Mate Juraschka surrendered by insur- 
gents February 10.” 

The two officers of the hospital ship 
Relief referred to in Adm. Watson’s 
cablegram arc Fred Hoppe, third of- 
ficer of the ship, and Charles Bland- 
ford, assistant engineer. Boatswain's 
Mate Juraschka was one of five men 
attached to the gunboat Mariveles, 
who were captured October 10 last off 
the southern coast of Luzon while 
landing non-combfftants. Some of the 
party were badly wounded, one fatal- 
ly, but Juraschka was captured un- 
nurt. 

Adm. Watson’s commendation of 
Lieut. Gibbons’ exploit will be placed 
on the records of the department, and 
may result in substantial reward for 
that young officer. He is a native ol 
Michigan, and did much to organize 
the naval militia forces of the country.

Washington, March 3. — Steps have 
been taken by the war department for 
the return to the United States of ihe 
entire 5th regiment of cavalry now 
distributed at different posts in' Porto 
Rico. The movement will be made 
gradually, and so far as possible tne 
vacated posts will be occupied by na- 
tive troops recruited iu l’orto llico. 
Orders have been issued for four 
troops of this regiment to be brought 
to the United States within the next 
few weeks and stationed at Jefferson 
1 hi rracks. St. Louis. 

One battalion of the 5th cavalry will 
be stationed at Jefferson Barracks, 
another probably at Ft. Riley, Kan., 
and another at Ft. Leavenworth, Kan. 
This distribution of the regiment will 
enable the department to carry out its 
present intention of having the entire 
6tli cavalry stationed at posts on the 
Pacific coast.

GENTLEWOMEN FARMERS 

Am Ensllkh Institution TVherr Wom- 
en Are Taajtht the Different 
llrnnrbei of isrlcnlture. 

The Lady Warwick Hostel, at Heading, 
England, which has just celebrated its 
anniversary, was established with a 
view to affording women of culture and 
education opportunity u> fit themselves 
for the lighter branches of agriculture. 
Several American women have signified 
their intention of availing themselves 
of its instruction. Among the branches 
taught are poultry and bee keeping, 
dairy work, gardening and rural indus- 
tries generally. Two buildings, the 
Maynard Hostel and Brooke house, for 
boarding special students have been re- 
cently added. Forty-three regular stu- 
deuts can be accommodated with tu- 
ition and lxiand. 

The institution has acres of land un- 
der cultivation. P.esides this, the war- 
den's garden contains six acres that will 
be worieo as an object lesson tc the stu- 
dents. showing whet can be dune on 
acre {lie's of land. A large part of this 
garden will be -devoted to bush friuts, 
but an acre lias been sowed with wheat 
ami a farmyard is to be added. In a 
large |io'ting shed w ith a thatched too*. 
carpenters' benches are included, and 
the students are taught the funda- 
mental principles of carpentry, in order 
that they may be able to make frames, 
poultry bouses -or do any- work of the 
kind that is required. 

A mushroom house and greenhouse 
were added during the year. A rose gar- 
den is to be one of the first innovations 
of the eomii«r*eason. The propagation 
of vines, bush fruits, roses and shrubs, 
budding, grafting, summer and winter 
pruning and nil kinds of tree planting 
receive especial .attention. Training is 
given in raising ah kinds of vegetables 
and seeds and in the thinning and plant- 
ing of them. 

The culture -of tomatoes, cucumbers 
and mushrooms lor market; is taught, 
h* the culture uf mushrooms is particu- 
larly profitable, in the dairy branch 
the pupils are green instruction in milk 
testing and the making, of the various 
kinds of soft and jmesaetl and unpressed 
cbce-atL Besides Jfbeee, the feeding, 
management and milking ofi cows are 
taught. Poultry keeping ia a* successful 
part of the hostel w.urk. The sale of 
poultry and eggs has .amounted since 
last April to about $120, while food and 
stock for the year hsrvc cost oxHy about 
$!<K). and ICO head of j>oultry;fi|f '3 left foi 
table and egg produsftaun. 

At present the grpan*r*pro|»ertion of 
produce raised is consumed iu.the hos- 
tess. but there is already aj««nali private 
market for anything that cam be^pared 
in the way of jKiuhry. eggs, honey and 
vegetable*. By this mean** experience 
and training are given in surfing, grad- 
ing. {jacking and market ner. .anti per- 
manent p!:iecs will be ofTi-ved inter tc 
those who show themselves vreli'quali- 
tied to undertake the work. Branches 
in the manufacture of jams, pickles, 
fruit bitdirg and similar industries 
w ill be added later. — N. Y. Tribune.
